We Want no New Gospel. 

We are living in a world of 
new things. Wherever we turn 
our eyes, we see the old institu- 
tions being elbowed out of the 
way, to make room for the new. 
Our ears are greeted on every 
hand with the cry for new lawi, 
for reform, for progress. And 
these cries have not come one 
mordent too soon. But long, 
long ago, the Lord said through 
the old prophet, "Stand ye in the 
ways, and see, and ask for the 
old paths, where is the good 
way, and walk therein, and ye 
shall find rest for • your souls." 
But then we find another cry 
going up: "But to keep to the 
old is contrary to the spirit of the 
times ; this is an age of prayer." 
This is natural. 

It is no wonder that living as 
we do in an age of change, and 
wonders and new things, that a 
cry got,s up for a new gospel. 
Everything on the move, every- 
thing changing, everything im- 
proving, then why should we 
not have a new gospel ? The 
question is not hard to answer. 
Our lawB and institutions are ot 
human origin, and therefore, of 
necessity, imperfect. In the in- 
fancy of nations, communities, 
and societies, errors are sure to 
be committed; hut as ihey grow 
in knowledge, wisdom and ex- 
perience, errors are discovered, 
and there arises the cry for re- 
form. But it is not so with 
fiod's works and moral laws. 
They are perfect at the beginning. 
This is b fact of immense im- 
portance, it is the reason of per- 
manence. Man's works bear the 
stamp of imperfection, hence 
the need of change and reform. 
History teems with illustrations 
of this fact. 

Our rude forefathers kindled 
tires by rubbing pieces of wood 
together — a slow and painful 
process. That in time was im- 
proved npon by the old tinder- 
and flint. Then came the 
luciler match, and 
later still the kindling eparka ot 
electricity. Tben in illumina- 
tion, what changes ! The ruth 


light flickers first, tben cornea 
the oil-lamp, then they talk of 
ga«, some laugh in scorn about 
it, like the great Sir Walter 
Scott, who scornfully- said at a 
public meeting in Edinburgh, 
"Do yon know what a man is 
proposing (to do in England * 
He is actually proposing to light 
up London witb cold smoke!" 
Men laughed, but the "cold 
smoke" came to light up the 
greatest city of the world. And 
now, with all eclipsing brilliancy, 
comes the electric light, and 
what next we know not, but we 
have by no means reached the 
limit of progress. But mark, n<, 
improvements have been nee- 
cessary in the illuminators of 
nature. No ono comes forward 
to say the sun is antiquated, and 
to patent a new invention to 
supplant the orb of day. No 
one says the moon and stars are 
old-lBBhioned and unsuited to 
the times. The queen ot night 
shines on, and the same stars' as 
shone over the plaius ot Bethle- 
hem, or as David saw when he 
kept his father's sheep, gladden 
us Mill. 

We improve our locomotion. 
In the east, the only trains 
known were .trains of camels. 
Here we had horses, tracks 
through vast woods, narrow 
lanes, and bridle paths. Then 
came rough roada and stage 
coachee, and in course of time, 
traiuwaye, bicycles and railways 
with every luxury. But the 
birds fly over the land just ae 
they flitted amoug the bowers ot 
Paradise, or as the ravens which 
brought Elijah his daily bread. 
There has been no improvement 
with them, for there was perlec- 
tion to begin with. 

On the sea, what improve- 
ments have taken place ! First 
came the galleys with oarB, as in 
the days ot Solomon ; then cratt 
with sails, and now the magnifi- 
cent steamsbipB, like palaces 
upon the deep, illumined in the 
darkest nights by electricity. 
But in the sea, no change. The 
fish have no improved locomo- 
tion. They awim today just as 
did the fish that came to Peter's 
hook'with a piece of silver in its 
mouth for tribute money. No 
advance, because perfection to 
begin with. 

So with moral law. We live 
in days of radical reform, and 


Aa God want on unfolding bis 
will to men ; adding book to 
book In the precious vol a me, 
and conducting the people from 
one dispensation to another, he 
revealed no new way.

The Moon. 

What 1 ea.ion have we for supposing 
11 ml there is no Htuicwpliere In the 
tooonv It Is by Indirect . methods of 
observation, that we learn this fact. 
Then* lire various arguments that can 
be adduced, but the most conclusive Is 
that obtained on the occurrence of 
what is called the "occulation" of n 
star. It sometimes happens that the 
moon conies directly between the 
earth utid a star, and the temporary 
extinction of tbe latter Is an "ocoula- 
Lion." We iiiin observe the moment 
when It takes place, and the sudden- 
ness of tbe ex ti no thin of the star la 
extremely remarkable. If the moon 
had a copious atmosphere, the gradual 
Interposition of this would produce a 
gradual extinction of the slar and not 
the sudden phenomenon uauSlly ob- 
served. This absence of air mid also 
of water from the moon explains the 
peculiar and weird ruggedness of tbe 
lunar scenery. We know that on earth 
the action nf wind ami of rain, of frost 
and of snow. Is constantly tend In 1? to 
wear dawn our mountains mid reduce 
their hard outlines, but no such agents 
are at work u|K>n the moon. 


The Weather Plant. 

The 'weather plant' continues to ex- 
Cite considerable interest in Vienna. 
Men of science who were hi. li i hi mi. 
willing to expretfe their upiujous on the 
prognosticating virtues of that recently 
disc Wtd plant now agree that the 
shrub la prophetic. Thirty-two thou- 
sand 1 1 mil made during the past three 
yeaiH have been successful. The plant 
is a native of Corsica end Tunis, and 
its left ires strikingly resemble those of 
thescsciH. The delicate leaves of its 
upper branches foretell the state of the 
weather forty-eielit hours in advance, 
while the lower and more hitrdy leaves 
indicate almnsplieric tlianges three 
days beforehand,— Family Fiction. *
